$4,000,000 GHI Budget for 1983; 
Decreases in Charges Average 15.96% 

HIGHLIGHTS 

• Elimination of heating costs means reduction of 
monthly charges of masonry homeowners (brick and 
cinder block) of 27.5 percent, frame 9.48 percent, overall 
15.96 percent. 

• Average monthly charge for a masonry home will 
be less than that for frame. 

• Revision of monthly charges in midyear is pro¬ 
posed. Only then will it be known what final costs and 
loan amounts will be. 

• Surplus collected in 1982 for energy costs (about 
$70,000) will be refunded in March. 

• Money collected in 1979 for rehabilitation but 
never expended, about $130,000, will be used in 1984 to 
reduce monthly charges. Sum, with interest, now ex¬ 
ceeds $200,000. 

• Further proposed staff reductions of 3.25 positions, 
including two in maintenance, would reduce staff com¬ 
plement from 73 in 1979 to 39.25 in 1983.

On December 2, the 
Green Homes, Inc. Board of 
Directors is expected to ad¬ 
opt the coloration's first 
post-rehabilitation budget. 
If it accepts the General 
Manager's recommendations, 
members' operating pay¬ 
ments in 1983 will be 15.96 
percent less than what was 
budgeted for collection this 
year. Members paying di¬ 
rectly for their own heating 
and water and sewer costs 
are the chief reason for the 
reduction. 

In 1982, energy costs, the chief 
component of the heating item, 
were budgeted at $1,455,907, and 
water and sewer charges at 
$208,000. The latter is budgeted 
at $21,200 for 1983, both to cov¬ 
er water and sewer charges for 
larger homes, and to provide a 
frame homes contingency sum in 
the event that not all are meter¬ 
ed for water service when the 
year begins. Nothing is allowed 
in the proposed budget for en¬ 
ergy costs except for what is 
needed to heat the administra¬ 
tion building. 

Interestingly enough, all items 
in the budget are proposed for 
less in 1983 than in 1982 except 
real estate taxes ($643,204 for 
1982, and $756,387 for 1983) and 
capital improvement and reha¬ 
bilitation items. The sum budg¬ 
eted for repayment of the two 
rehabilitation loans — National 
Consumer Cooperative Bank 
(NCCB) and Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD)—goes from 
$960,228 to $1,622,542. Total 
charges to members in 1982 is 
$4,768,216, while for 1983 the 
manager recommends $4,007,185. 

By no means is the proposed 
overall budget reduction of just 
over $761,000 evenly distributed. 
Charges for the 29 larger homes, 
which were not included in the 
rehabilitation project, are sched¬ 
uled to increase by 3.44 percent. 
For frame homes, the proposed 
reduction in charges is 9.48 per¬ 
cent, For masonry (brick and 
cinderblock) homes, the recom¬ 
mended decrease in members’ 
operating payments is a whop¬ 
ping 27.25 percent. The frame/ 
masonry difference is largely in 
the extent of rehabilitation and 
its consequence in what must be 
repaid. (Frame homes represent 
63 percent of the total homes, 
but frame home rehabilitation 
costs accounted for 74 percent 
of that total.) 

The NCCB/HUD repayment 
share for the average masonry 
homeowner in 1983 will be $60.72 
per month, 32.3 percent of the 
owner’s total monthly charges. 
For the frame homeowner, the 
comparable figures are $100.86 
and 45.7 percent. The average 
total monthly charge for a ma¬ 
sonry homeowner in 19? 2 is 
$258.08 with a lowered ch e of 
$187.75 recon .yndt 1983. 


The average total monthly charge 
for a frame homeowner is $243.- 
64, but for 1983, $220.54 is pro¬ 
posed. 

For both frame and masonry 

homes there are three items that 
make up the greater part of 1983 
monthly charges. The NCCB/- 
HUD data shown above cover 
the first of these items. The sec¬ 
ond item, real estate taxes, rep¬ 
resents 14.7 percent of frame 
home members’ operating pay¬ 
ments or monthly charges— 
$32.53 per month on the average. 
The comparable masonry figures 
are 26.3 percent and $49.42. 
Maintenance, the third item, ac¬ 
counts for 18.6 percent—$41.01 
per month—of the average frame 
homeowner’s charges. For ma¬ 
sonry the figures are 18.7 percent 
and $35.15. Together these items 
all add to 77.3 percent of total 
masonry home charges, 79 per¬ 
cent of frame. 

Midyear Revision 

Unique in GHI history is the 
proposal that in 1983 monthly 
charges be revised in midyear. 
Since the inception of rehabilita 
tion, estimates have had to be 
used both for rehab costs (in¬ 
cluding credit for work paid for 
directly by individual members) 
and for the amount to be bor¬ 
rowed. By July 1, final figures 
will have been determined at 
which time it is proposed that 
the revised monthly charges be 
instituted. The rehabilitation por¬ 
tion of the revised monthly 
charges will be individualized on

the bases of five cost-allocation 
methods ranging from sharing 
equally (e.g., water meters) to 
actual count (e.g., windows). 
Energy Surplus 

An anticipated surplus in 1982 
energy cost collections of about 
$70,000 will be refunded to 
homeowners—probably in March 
after audit of the year’s business. 
This will amount to a reduction 
in 1983 charges, but it is not 
shown as part of the year’s fiscal 
schedule. Presumably it will be 
accepted gratefully, however, 
right after members will have 
paid their highest heating bills, 
those for January and February. 

In 1979, about $130,000 was 
collected for rehabilitation as a 
part of monthly charges paid by 
homeowners. The money has 
See GHI BUDGET, p. 5, col.

Although the pedestrian 
overpass across the Balti- 
more-Washington Parkway 
was again on the agenda 
when Greenbelt's city coun¬ 
cil held its regular meeting 
on November 8, it provoked 
none of the fireworks from 
the Greenbriar side of the 
Parkway that had accom¬ 
panied this subject during 
the previous meeting, J. Da¬ 
vis, representing the Green- 
briar Phase I Board of Di¬ 
rectors, told council that the 
board is still trying to com¬ 
plete a poll of members on 
their wishes for landscaping 
of the pedestrian path 
through the condominium 
development. She disclaimed 
as not representing an offic¬ 
ial view of the board of di¬ 
rectors an earlier request by 
a Greenbriar resident that 
the walkway be fenced in. 

A resolution naming the over¬ 
pass and pedectrian trail in honor 
of former Congresswoman Glad¬ 
ys Noon Spellman also received 
first reading. (Spellman was in¬ 
strumental in winning federal 
approval for construction of the 
overpass.) 

City Manager James Giese told 
council that a construction prob¬ 
lem with welding of steelwork on 
the overpass will delay comple¬ 
tion until perhaps the end of De¬ 
cember. He told council that he 
was now looking at January 10 
as a tentative date for formal 
dedication ceremonies by the city. 

Giese also presented to council

To the Editor; 

I had been away on a trip, 
and the News Reviews that had 
come while I was gone were 
waiting for me. My pleasure in 
being back home among familiar 
things was suddenly dimmed: I 
read that Ben Hogensen had died. 

Like many others 1 first knew 
Ben as a name attached to letters 
to the News Review, usually in 
connection with GHPs heating 
problems. Later, I became ac¬ 
quainted with both him and Mar¬ 
garet, and counted them both as 
among those 1 respected, and 1 
was deeply grieved to learn that 
he would no longer write his let¬ 
ters or attend Board meetings, or 
be among us. 

Ben always came to the GHI 
Board meetings, sitting in the 
back row. When he had some¬ 
thing to say his remarks could 
never be taken lightly. He had 
a very analytical mind, and could 
always think quickly to the con¬ 
sequences of any action, whether 
it was good or bad, and he was 
always worth listening to. He 
was always constructive, not one 
who criticized apparently for the 
sake of criticizing without any 
constructive proposition to offer. 
He was a positive person, not one 
who condemned without thought 
or was afraid to try a new 
course. 

I attended the Board meeting 
the Tuesday after 1 returned, 
and it seemed to me that there 
was a very empty space in the 
back row. 

And there is an empty space in 
our lives too. I suppose this is 
what it means to get older, to 
see friends no longer where we 
looked to see them, and feeling 
poorer for their absence. It is all 
very well to talk about the great 
forces of nature, the leaves fall¬ 
ing and coming back in the 
spring and such, but that is small 
comfort. Yet always some of 
those who are no longer here 
leave behind themselves some of 
their own radiance, and we here 
may still think of them and get 
in return some of their glow, and 
have our lives again enriched by 
their memory. Weak as this is, it 
is no slight thing.

Electric Heating 

To the Editor: 

The conversion to individual 
electric space heating and hot 
water heating in GHI is now 
complete. Although the actual 
installation took only about half 
a year, the initial attempt to 
persuade the membership to con¬ 
vert dates back to 1972 and the 
TAA report. This report, pre¬ 
pared by an architectural firm 
for the GHI board, recommended 
individual space heating but col¬ 
lective hot water heating. The 
hot water heating would be done 
by oil-fired heaters in the brick, 
block and frame homes with 
chimneys and by electric heaters 
elsewhere. 

Had this plan been implement¬ 
ed, the results would have been 
disastrous. All of the excessive 
electric heating bills to date in¬ 
curred by converted GHI homes 
have been due to high levels of 
domestic hot water consumption. 
Without the feedback afforded by 
individual control, hot water 
costs would have seriously erod¬ 
ed the cost effectiveness of con¬ 
version to electric heating. 

The membership wisely reject¬ 
ed the TAA approach. For the 
remainder of the 70*3 the idea of 
conversion to electric heating 
languished. In May 1977, the 
long range planning committee 
issued the twenty year plan for 
rehabilitation of GHI. This re¬ 
port was in response to a direc¬ 
tive from the membership to the 
Board at the 1974 annual meet¬ 
ing. The only heating plans were 
for needed capital improvements 
to the existing heating plants. 
Starting in late 1978, the engi¬ 
neering and maintenance com¬ 
mittee began to request that the 
Board initiate planning to con¬ 
vert to electric heating on the 
basis of initial calculations show¬ 
ing the conversion would at least 
halve GHFs heating bill. 

The Board's response was at 
first negative with the exception 
of Margaret Hogensen. Gradual¬ 
ly, by suggesting and implement¬ 
ing a demonstration program 
and more detailed calculations, 
the committee, together with a 
revitalized long planning com¬ 
mittee, induced the Board to ap¬ 
proach the membership in spring 
1980. After membership approv¬ 
al, start of construction was de¬ 
layed until spring 1982 due to 
the need to acquire financing and 
the required additional approv¬ 
als from the membership. 

The major credit for the suc¬ 
cessful implementation of the 
electric neating conversion goes 
to the GHI management team 
who took what were theoretical 
constructs for the conversion and 
turned them into a reality hav¬ 
ing both low cost and high qual¬ 
ity. All of this despite attempts 
by local GHI politicians to ex¬ 
ploit the required disruption of 
of members' homes for their own 
political profits.

Please, 
please take an interest in the 
1983 (and future years') budg¬ 
ets) so that we can afford to 
stay in our homes and to keep 
our homes salable.

Well, it was worth a try! 

If enough people had been thrilled by the idea of his¬ 
sing and booing at an old-fashioned 1890’s melodrama, 
“Caught in the Villain’s Web might have been a boo(m)ing 
success. Replete with its “O-lack-a-day” heroine, “right 
shall prevail” hero, and “heh, heh . . . little do they 
know” sinister black-caped villain, the Maryland Traveling 


Repertory Theatre brought 
last weekend. 

Director Spike Parrish, armed 
with a better than mediocre act¬ 
ing’ troupe, made sure that pac¬ 
ing and flow were smooth and 
provided the audience with a fine 
set and interesting costumes to 
notice as the insignificant drama 
unfolded. 

That the audience was not 
bored was due largely to the per¬ 
sonalities of the actors and ac¬ 
tresses who gave life to the tra¬ 
ditionally insipid characters they 
had to portray.

been held in escrow since then. 
It is planned to apply this mon¬ 
ey to 1984 monthly charges with 
the expected effect of lower 
monthly charges in 1984 for 
frame homes than in the latter 
half of 1983, and lower charges 
for masonry homes than would 
otherwise be the case but not 
lower than those of 1983. With 
interest, the total sum that will 
be available for this purpose ex¬ 
ceeds $200,000. 

Future Needs 

For practical purposes, reha¬ 
bilitation will have been complet¬ 
ed by the end of this year. There 
will be, however, some post-re¬ 
habilitation or rehabilitation-re¬ 
lated work still to be done, some 
of it of a temporary nature and 
some ongoing. Repair of porch 
decks and roofs (400 estimated), 
filling remaining oil tanks and 
landscaping around them (about 
one-third of work already com¬ 
pleted), weatherstripping doors 
(600 members have already re¬ 
quested this), and warranty com¬ 
pliance to ensure that member 
complaints of product failure are 
handled properly, are all exam¬ 
ples of projects that will not ex¬ 
tend into the indefinite future. 
Care of the electrical heat sys¬ 
tem, on the other hand, will be 
a continuing need. So is the need 
for care of swales and other im¬ 
provements to the surface drain¬ 
age system. The former is rehab- 
related, the latter not. Reforesta¬ 
tion of some 28 acres is proposed 
to be done with summer help. 
Institution of a carefully sched¬ 
uled preventive maintenance 
program for such items as gut¬ 
ters and downspouts, crawl space 
vents, and outdoor faucets will 
reduce costs in the long run. A 
number of capital improvement 
projects for larger homes are in 
the planning stage for early im¬ 
plementation. 

Staff Reduction 

Despite what may appear to 
be a formidable agenda, the 1983 
budget proposal includes a rec¬ 
ommendation tnat the mainte¬ 
nance staff be reduced by two 
more full-time positions to 20.5, 
less than half the number of 
1979. Recommended reductions of 
1.25 positions in the remainder 
of the staff would mean a total 
complement of 39.25. This con¬ 
trasts with a total of 73 positions 
in 1979. 

Other items of interest include 
an increase in “Other Income” 
stemming from an anticipated 
doubling of interest income to 
$77,000; halving the cost of the 
telephone and answering service 
because with installation of a 
new system; and reducing com¬ 
puter costs from $23,000 budget¬ 
ed in 1982 to no more than S5,0Q0 
for 1983 by installing an in-house 
system the cost of which will be 
capitalized. 

It is too soon to reach firm 
conclusions on the measure of 
success achieved by the rehabili¬ 
tation effort. Nevertheless, some 
tentative conclusions seem sup¬ 
portable. Of a certainty there 
has been, as expected, a decrease 
in maintenance costs primarily 
because of reduction in the num¬ 
ber of staff positions. It would 
appear that there will be a fur¬ 
ther decrease as rehab-related 
projects are completed during the 
next year. Finally, there is now 
an opportunity for attention to 
long-neglected matters such as 
surface drainage and for concen¬ 
tration on preventive mainte¬ 
nance to reduce long-term capi¬ 
tal costs.

southeast edge of the city. 
Homecraft, a subsidiary of U.S. 
Home Corporation, is contract 
purchaser of the property 
Under the waiver, Homecraft 
will extend Glen Ora Drive along 
the southern edge of the property 
but will pave only half the width 
of the roadway. Homecraft will 
also post a bond to assure ,that 
the road work gets done. Ora 
Glen Drive for the time being 
will be a road that goes nowhere. 
It will not be needed for access 
to the new subdivision. It will 
run along the city limits line 
with undeveloped land to the 
south, coming to a deadend 
where it reaches a tongue of un¬ 
developed land that is under 
county jurisdiction. 

A supplemental report of the 
city’s Advisory Planning Board 
regarding the preliminary plan 
of subdivision for development 
of Parcels 15 - Lakeside West 
was endorsed by council and for¬ 
warded for consideration to the 
Maryland-National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission. APB, 
although previously recommend¬ 
ing approval of the preliminary 
plan of subdivision, now wants 
M-NCPPC to develop concept 
plans for alternative uses for this 
parcel and the adjacent parcel to 
the south. They recommend lim¬ 
iting the impact of development 
on Greenbelt Lake and its sur¬ 
rounding park, and of limiting 
the impact of Beltway noise on 
the future residents of the devel¬ 
opment. APB also wants Prince 
George’s County to develop noise 
control and site development 
standards similar to those of 
Montgomery County, to be en¬ 
forced as part of the site plan 
development procedures. 

Giese, in written comments, 
told council that APB’s recom¬ 
mendations are most timely be¬ 
cause the plan for this develop¬ 
ment is being revised following a 
new county ordinance that re¬ 
quires minimum lot depths of 
300 feet adjacent to the Beltway. 
The original plan had lots only 
200 feet deep. 

Other Matters 

Council directed city staff to 
draft an ordinance to regulate 
burglar alarm systems within the 
city. This ordinance, if adopted, 
would remove Greenbelt’s home 
and business burglar alarm users 
from the system of annual permit 
fees and false alarm fines pro¬ 
vided for and enforced under 
Prince Georges County law. Per¬ 
mits and fines would become a 
matter for city enforcement. 

Council authorized the city 
manager to have a study of the 
city’s employee classification and 
compensation plans done by the 
Institute for Govemmenetal Ser¬ 
vices (formerly the Maryland 
Technical Advisory Service). 
Nominal cost to the city for this 
study will be $500.

The Greenbelt City Coun¬ 
cil, at its November 8 regu¬ 
lar meeting, voted unani¬ 
mously, though tentatively, 
to recommend approval of a 
county zoning regulation 
exception allowing a Green¬ 
belt woman to run a child 
care center in her home. 

The final decision will be 
made at council's next meet¬ 
ing on Monday, November 
22. * Concern that some 
Lakeside residents may have 
thought the discussion of 
the exception would be post¬ 
poned, triggered the unusual 
action. 

(Mayor Richard Castaldi ab¬ 
sented himself from the dis¬ 
cussion and the vote on the 
advice of the city solicitor 
because Castaldi will be a 
member of the County Coun¬ 
cil when that body makes 
the final decision on the case. 
His participation at this 
stage could be a conflict of 
interest.) 

Council listened to numer¬ 
ous requests from both 
neighbors and clients to let 
Elizabeth A. Sonneveldt run 
a child care facility before 
and after school in her Lake¬ 
side Drive home. 

“The need is there. The neigh¬ 
bors will not be adversely affect-

ed,” said F. Anthony McCarthy, 
Sonneveldt’s attorney. He ex¬ 
plained that Sonneveldt’s home 
is the last home on Lakeside 
Drive and is bordered on two 
sides by the University Square 
Apartments’ recreation area and 
parking lot. 

Sonneveldt has operated such 
a facility for the past six years, 
in Greenbelt, but only for three 
years at her present home. 

Recently Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty told her that using her home 
in this way did not follow zoning 
ordinance requirements and that 
she must file for a special ex¬ 
ception. 

Along with filing for the ex¬ 
ception, Sonneveldt asked for a 
parking modification waiving the 
need for two additional parking 
spaces in her driveway. 

“There is sufficient surplus of 
street parking in the vicinity 
and there does not appear to be 
any parking congestion,” Sonne¬ 
veldt said. 

After reviewing the proposal 
and modification, the city’s Ad¬ 
visory Planning board recom¬ 
mended approval of the excep¬ 
tion, saying “the use is needed 
in the community.” 

Health I)ept.. 

Sonneveldt has also been ad¬ 
vised she will need a license from 
Prince Georges Health Depart¬ 
ment because “more than six 
children are being cared for.” 
Sonneveldt told council she is in 
the process of complying with 
rules and regulations the health 
department requires, but cannot 
get her license withous the zon¬ 
ing exception. In the meantime, 
the health department is allow¬ 
ing Sonneveldt to continue to op¬ 
erate. This decision could change, 
McCarthy warned council, if the 
city appeared to view the appli¬ 
cation negatively. Thus he push¬ 


ed council for a decision. 

Sonneveldt plans to care for 12 
children during the school terms 
and possibly 20 during a sum 
mer day camp. “The number of 
children is determined by the 
number of square feet in the 
house and yard,” she said. Be¬ 
cause of the size of her house 
and yard, Sonneveldt could care 
for 24 children. 

Safety 

Caring for children’s sale 
was a concern expressed by so; 
residents, said James K. Gie. 
Greenbelt city manager. He sau. 
he had heard reports of children 
being in the street. 

“The children who are in my 
care are not allowed to play in 
the street or in my front yard,” 
said Sonneveldt, in response. 

'Most of the children observed 
in the street are mine and those 
of other residents, not the Son¬ 
neveldt’s charges,” said Douglas 
W. S. Sutherland, executive 
board member of the Lakeside 
Citizens’ Association, who lives 
across the street. 

Concern that granting the 
zoning exception would encour¬ 
age applications for other busi¬ 
nesses in the neighborhood was 
answered by council members, 
who said that Sonneveldt’s case 
would be an exception, not a new 
precedent. 

Another recommendation to 
approve the proposal came from 
the Lakeside Citizens* Associa¬ 
tion. In a letter to Mayor Ca^- 
taldi, David W. Lange, president 
of the Association, said “the coi - 
munity has an urgent need for 
such day care services and this 
facility contributes positively to 
the welfare of the neighbornood 

In January, the request will be 
heard by the zoning hearing e* - 
aminer. His recommendation 
will be forwarded to the District- 
Council for a final decision.

Sec. 18-2 Corner Lots in Residential Areas 

(d) On any corner lot in a residential area at the intersec 
tion of public right of way, no fence, wall, terrace, structure, 
shrubbery, planting, tree or other obstruction to vision shall be 
erected or be permitted to grow to a height over forty-two inches 
above the paved roadway for a distance of twenty-five feet back 
each way from the intersection, measured from the closest edge 
of the paved area of each roadway. 

(e) On any corner lot in any residential area at the inter¬ 
section of any public right of way and the paved entrance to any 
court or parking area no fence, wall, terrace, structure, shfubbery, 
planting, tree or other obstruction to vision shall be eredted or 
permitted to grow to a height over forty-two inches above the 
paved roadway for a distance of fifteen feet back each way frofn 
the intersection measured from the closest edge of the paved 
area of the roadway and the entrance driveway.
